Please send me a print of an article of 
100 yard bench rest shooting to let me 
build another caliber hunter rifle to use 
in heavy wind conditions. With a heavier 
caliber to buck wind. 

Using the 6 mm X 250 loaded with a 
light load of 30 grains IMR 3031 and a 
Sierra 60 grain bullet | get a three minute 
drift from the 10 o’clock wind. With this 
amount of hold off, and getting caught in 
a lull in the wind, | end up with my 232 
score instead of 250. With the 20” stain- 
less fourteen twist barrel | cannot use 
bullets more than 70 grain and still get 
accuracy. 

From the program enclosed you see 
most of the others are using 308 caliber 
700 Remington BDL Varmint rifles.

tains dope on neck expanding so | will 
attempt to go over the subject again. 

If you are able to make 6x47 brass you 
should be able to neck up the .22-250. 
Since the .22-250 brass is thicker it may 
require more than graphite for lubrica- 
tion. Put a few drops of any lubrication 
type oil on several thicknesses of clean- 
ing patch. Lay this pad on the bench. 
Holding the case vertically, turn the 
mouth against the pad to just wet the 
end with a little oil, then dip it in 
graphite. If your sizing plug is made as 
you have described you should have no 
difficulty. If the sizing plug has a smooth 
taper on the lead end (no serations such 
as sometimes come on commercial siz- 
ing plugs) the job should be an easy one. 

| think your shooter friend is probably 
having trouble with a bad sizing plug. 

The best wind bucking cartridge avail- 
able for benchrest at the present time is 
the .308 Win. (7.62 NATO) using 168 gr. 
HPBT match bullets. There are no 
bullets in other calibers equivalent to 
these in accuracy and wind bucking 
ability. 

’ The drift of a .30 cal. match 168 gr. is 
about 1/2 that of a52 gr. .224 or a70 gr. 6 
mm. You need a good ballistic coeffi- 
cient for wind bucking properities.

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Benchrest Headlines — 
25 Years Ago 


@ Omar Rinehart, Salem, Ohio, fired a 
new world record ten shot group at 
100 yards during aregistered match at 
Reed’s Run Rifle Range, Augusta, 
Ohio on Sept. 18, 1954. It was officially 
measured at .240 inch. Al Creighton, 
Waynesburg, Ohio, firing in the same 
match and relay, uncorked a ten shot 
group that measured .260 inch, while 
Paul Gottschall, also from Salem, 
Ohio, let loose with a .264 inch record 
co-held by Crawf Hollidge and Mike 
Walker. What a bull session there 
must have been that day. Photos of the 
three sitting around admiring Omar’s 
rifle, along with close-up shots of their 
targets were sufficient to express the 
extreme satisfaction these three great 
benchrest shooters must have ex- 
perienced. 


@ Omar used a 219 Don. Wasp, FN 
Mauser action, Winchester barrel, 
double set trigger, Lyman 20X Super- 
targetspot with dot, 26.5 grains of 
something, Federal primers and 55 
grain bullets made in B&A dies. Al 
also fired a 219 Don. while Paul shot a 
222 Rem., both shooters using top 
notch actions, barrels and compo- 
nents of the day. 


@ A commentary by Phil Teachout, edi- 
tor of the magazine, summed up the 
“state of benchrest precision as of 
1954”. He proclaimed quarter minute 
of angle groups such as fired by 
Rinehart, Creighton and Gottschall as 
unusual, i.e. the “‘news’”’ of benchrest 
shooting. Old Phil was trying to ex- 
plain to prospective new shooters that 
they should not be scared away by 
such small, singular, spectacular 
groups. Accordingly, he discussed 
and analyzed the results at three big 
shoots; at DuBois, Pa.; at Johnstown, 
N. Y. and at Custer, S. D.; all fired in 
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by A. H. Angerman 


1954. His conclusions were that 3/4 
MOA was average for ten shot groups, 
that half MOA was yet to be attained 
consistently, while quarter minute ten 
shot groups were still in the realm of 
one in a million chance. We've come a 
long way baby! The big guns, given a 
decent break with conditions can put 
ten shots under quarter minute easily. 


@ My advice to present day shooters 
who would like to get started in 
benchrest would be to ‘‘dismiss”’ 
those who shoot in the ‘‘ones”’ group- 
wise or aggregate-wise, and join in 
the average overall fun, ever trying to 
beat the individual’s small aggregate 
shot the match before. It won’t be long 
before your name will show up in the 
winning column. 


@ There was a third annual flyspeck 
postal championship match adver- 
tised in the magazine. Being some- 
what ignorant of just what such a

THE CHRONOGRAPH 
Part Il 


How accurate are the current units, of 
the type and price listed in part 1? The 
black boxes that make up these units are 
able to hold their effective accuracy 
functions with modern knowledge and 
components. We can get better units 
only by putting up several thousand 
bucks for a unit that isn’t going to be 
very handy to run out to the range and 
set up. Each of our lower priced units is 
affected, as are the high priced num- 
bers, by small changes in capacitance, 
resistance, inductance and reluctance, 
temperature and God knows what else. 
So we, as the operators, must pay atten- 
tion to detail as we set up and use our 
units. Even then, we must accept the fact 
that some level of minor error is present 
and the amount will be different on 
different days. 


Detection methods and systems have 
their pros and cons. Dan Bechtel, Presi- 
dent of B-Square Company, a gent who 
is not only a very likeable person but 
one who has a lot going on between his 
ears, says, ‘Most chronograph units 
themselves are more accurate than need 
be. The world is waiting for someone to 
‘re-invent the wheel’ and come up with 
some accurate means of providing 
screens that are simple to use.’ Dan’s 
unit uses the break system which he 
feels has an edge over the photo detec- 
tion method. 

Bill Corson of Stanwood, Washington 
is arifleman and experimenter of the first 
order. He has used chronographs from 
the Potter (see Part |), and Berkely 
Counter’s to other fancy stuff at Aber- 
deen Proving Grounds. Says Bill: “| have 
a firm belief that if you found a way to set 
up 5 of any given make of chronograph 
for simultaneous reading on a given

shot, 4 of them would try to prove that 
the 5th. was inaccurate.” A bit later, 
we'll go into atry along that line and you 
can have the fun of trying to see which 
was the most accurate. After some fool- 
ing around with chronographs | don't 
think | really care. ; 

Benchrest competitors and accuracy 
nuts want all error in all things concern- 
ing their rifles and ammo to be at or near 
zero. In the case of chronographs he'll 
have to give alittle. He can help things if 
he sets up with some care and attention 
to detail. 

If his unit uses the photo detection 
system (Electroscreen, Photo-Detectors, 
Sky-screens) the frame that holds the 
two units can be mechanically perfect. 
The least desirable would be wood for 
mounting since wood moves around, 
warps and is simply not the best. When 
thinking about and designing a frame for 
the Skyscreen units, | was hooked on 
aluminum. Marty Columbo, who made 
up the unit, went with square hollow 
steel tubing, which turned out to be the 
best idea. Aluminum, though light, can 
be jacked up and bent with little effort, 
and there goes the initial accurate sepa- 
ration of the skyscreens. Checked now 
and then, counter spacing has held right 
on the button, even after much 
transporting and use. Keep in mind that 
for each 1/8” error in detection units we 
generate 1.5 fps with ten foot spacing at 
a bullet velocity of 3,000 fps. A 3,000 fps 
bullet with 2 foot separation, error of .1” 
can change velocity 12 fps. The wires 
that run from the detection units, should 
be kept apart and not twisted or looped. 
Errors in signal to the black box can be 
introduced through inductance. Electric 
connections should be clean and with- 
out any corroded contacts. If the unit 
uses break screens, the clips must be 
carefully located to hold the screens the 
proper distance apart. The M-500 we 
used has been designed to hold the 
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screens under tension which holds the 
separation perfectly if initial clip loca- 
tion is proper. 

In using units that use the photo cell 
for detection care should be taken so 
that both units are exposed to the same 
amount of light, not one in the shade and 
the other in the sun. If the break screen 
is used for detection, the bullet should 
pass through as close to the center of 
the screen as possible. If passing to the 
right side through the first screen, for 
example, and through the left side of the 
second screen, error is injected at the 
very start of the signals to the black box. 
In the case of both systems, the bigger 
the bullet the better the accuracy. With 
the photo cell systems, this is very evi- 
dent after some use. We missed detec- 
tion once in a great while but never 
while checking shotgun loads and large 
caliber handguns. 

The break screens are easy to set up. 
First, set the rifle up on sand bags and 
line up the scope on the target. This 
should put the target in the center of the 
bore. Make a small black dot on the back 
of two of the screens and, one at atime, 
line up the screens while looking 
through the bore. Every shot will then 
pass through the center of each screen if 
you don’t move the mount when chang- 
ing the screens. 

With the Sky-Screens we use the same 
system. A target which slips into the slot 
in the top of each unit is boresighted to 
align each unit. With two people work- 
ing we can set up, boresight and be 
ready to shoot some groups in some- 
thing like five minutes. 

We tested two of the listed units, the 
Oehler 33 and the Custom Chronograph 
M-500. The 33 was set up with ten feet 
separation while the M-500 was at two 
feet separation, both as directed by the 
owner’s manual. The first Sky-Screen of 
the 33 was at ten feet from the muzzle 
and the first screen of the M-500 was at 
six feet, again following the directions of 
the owner’s manual. So right off, we 
suspected some higher readings from 
the M-500 where the readings were 
based on seven feet; while the 33 was 
based on fifteen feet. Conditions: 84°F, 


46% humidity, pressure 30.18 inches 
(corrected to sea level). Cal. 22/45, 27 gr. 
of H322, 53 gr. HP (.2237’’), Rem. 222

The standard deviation for the M-500 
was not figured and for those who get 
their jollies from this sort of thing, here is 
the formula, thanks to Ken Oehler:

where Vr is velocity of the n). round, V 
is the average velocity of all rounds and 
N is the total number of rounds. 

This is a very small sample to be sure 
and it is not the least bit useful without a 
large number of additional rounds. A 
trend or two starts to show up, yet 
unproven. For example: it seems that the 
loss of velocity between seven and 15 
feet runs about 15 fps. This is supported 
by the 15.6 fps average difference in the 
recorded reading of each chrono, plus 
the average velocity difference of 15 fps. 
How about that! 

The spread between the two of 57 fps 
for the Model 33 and the 109 fps of the 
M-500 is no indication at all that the

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M-500 is less accurate than the 33. We 
should never lose sight of the errors we 
talked about before. Add the fact that 
this was my first time out with the M-500. 
This small sampling indicates that this 
load gives a velocity of 3298 fps at seven 
feet and 3283 fps at fifteen feet. 

During the selection of a chrono, you 
must ask yourself what you want to learn 
from it. If you want to shoot groups while 
recording data, Telepacific 
‘“‘Electroscreen Detectors’’, Speed- 
Meter ‘‘Photo-Detectors’’ or Oehler 
“Sky-Screen”’ have to be selected. If you 
want direct read-out of each shot, the 
Oehler 33, Telepacific, or Precisionic 
units qualify. If cost is the major factor, 
the Custom Chronograph M-500 or 
Oehler Model 12 may be for you. If you 
have the hots for a chronograph, get all 
the data from the makers and look them 
all over. Many have features | have not 
covered here that may be of some impor- 
tance to you. 

The degree of accuracy detection 
offered by each is probably equal. There 
are a number of factors for each shot 
fired that enter some degree of error but 
| suspect these errors are small, prob- 
ably five to ten fps in the 3,000 fps area. 

The bottom line is best covered by a 
statement from our friend, Bill Corson. 
“The good new chronographs are all ac- 
curate beyond any need a gun experi- 
menter is going to have so the question 
is academic. Simple mechanical conve- 
nience and price plus the probability of 
finding durable components would seem 
to me to be the deciding factor.” This is 
from a man who has been the full route 
with this sort of equipment. 

The key to obtaining the very best per- 
formance from any chronograph is ac- 
curate detection separation, wires feed- 
ing signals to the black box separated, 
proper alignment of detectors between 
bore and target, good battery power, 
positive connections of all wiring, keep- 
ing the black box out of the sun and cool 
and large samples properly recorded.
